llerr Rudolph Lindau, one of 
Pi urn Dismaroki moat trusted anb- 
ordiiuit.s, who has for many years 
been chi< f nf the pr< s^ ill | artmcnt of 
the foreign of lice, has just published 
a very Interesting article ahoul liis- 
merfk, for which hehaibeeneollect- 
ing biaterial since he enter* d the for- 
eign office in 1878, I quote Ill's rc- 
ii la rk on Prince Bismarck's contempt 
of mankind: 

"The begging letters addressed to 
a man like Prince Bismarck number 
thousands. Some lime ago, when he 
was ill at Vnrzin, nil the letters ad- 
dressed to him that were not of a 
strictly private nature were sent back 
to Berlin to be read and answered 
there. The majority of them eon 
taincd 'most obedient* requests, but 
hardly one of the writers had any 
claim on the prince One of the of- 
flcjall whose business it was to rend 
those letters — an orderly man and evi- 
dently a lover of station.- amuaed 
himself by drawing up ^ lis; of all 
the petitions for money. The total 
amount of the sums helped for was 
10,000,000 marks. The print.: did 
not laugh when this was told him, but 
shrugged his shoulders and put on n 
look of bitter contempt. On the othei 
hand, it is natural that quiet, decent, 
self-respecting people, w ho ask noth- 
ing of him and do not wish to trouble 
hjm with their private affairs, Hover 
come into contact with him unless 
they stand in some official relation to 
him or have real business to transnet 

with him. So it is quite natural thai 
ho sees a c.rcat deal of the low side of 
human nature, and it is hardlv sur- 
prising that he is said to have become 
skeptical, and even misanthropic. Hit 
experience shows that human beings, 
ns a rule — a rule to which there are, 
happily, many exceptions — do not 
posses/proper pride; that they are dis- 
posed to abase themselves on account 
of mere trifles; that there are many 
braggarts among them, and that these 
braggarts are easily duped. Prince 
Bismarck is certainly well aware that 
there are many very honorable people 
in the world, but experience has 
taught him that it is Lis ill luck to 
have intercourse with a comparative- 
ly small number of them. Heelings 
firmly to the few men and women he 
trusts, because he knows them to be 
his (rue friends; but he is suspicious 
of strangers.

OVERTURNED A DECISION. 
Anecdote Illustrating Juittca Field's Great 



A Washington lorr.vpoinliMil telll 
an anecdote of Justice Field which, if 
I rnr. reveals a truly stream condition 
of affair.- A* long ago as list spring, 
Ms&rding to this authority, two other 
mcniln-rs of the supreme court were 
requested* \>y Chief Justice Fuller to 
visit Justice Field ami to -ive him 
information a bou I a case in whoae 
decision U10 a-e<l jurisl wan to lake 
pari. The intention, of course, wbj) 
not to suggest an opinion on the mat- 
ter in controversy, but to save him' 
work and trouble, and to e-he him the 
banal! of their imestigations. The 
visitors celled at Justice Field's house 
late in the afoning and found him sit- 
iing in a big arm-chair, with head 
bowed on his breast and pyi - doted, 
Ho hardly IflGOgniied his associates 
ol many years; the few words of 
meting with which he acknowledged 
their presence seemed to lie spoken 
with difficulty; and he soon resumed 
the position in which UlO) found him. 
After exchanging doubtful glances, 
one of the rallprs drew from hia pock- 
et some memoranda which he hail pre- 
pared on the case in hand, and from 
them stated the points involved 
and the law as he understood it. 
From some time Justice Field 
remained silent and motionless, 
and the visitors wore uncertain 
if he had comprehended or even 
heard a word. Suddenly his eyes 
opened. "Head that again,'' ho com- 
manded. When the passage had been 
repeated, the veteran exclaimed: 
"That is not right; it i» not good 
law," and proceeded to deliver an ar- 
gument which lor clearness and force 
astonished both his listeners. This 
done, he relapsed iii1ohi» former state 
of apparent lethargy, and allowed his 
visitors to depart without again no- 
ticing their presence. When they 
compared notes on their way down- 
town they were both forced to admit 
that. Justice Field was right. Fie had 
assaulted their position so successful- 
ly that they were forced to abandon it, 
and in this way, as a matter of fact, 
the aged jurist really overturned a 
decision of the court, for other jus- 
tices who had agreed with these two 
were also forced to change their views 
when the. arguments advanced by 
Justice Field were reported to them. 
The correspondent who tells this 
story thinks that the justioe may have 
spoken almost unconsciously, his 
mind acting in response to the im- 
pulse given by familiar legal phrases, 
nnd with, automatic accuracy and 
logic, simply because the law and its 
interpretation had become second na- 
ture to him.
